Today’s busy families are dis- 
covering that a family council 
helps improve the quality of 
family life. The family council 
is. an open forum that. gives 
every. member of the family the 
opportunity to express opinions 
and ideas, offer compliments or 
complaints, participate in deci- 
sion. making and problem soly- 
ing, and most importantly, be 
listened to, This meeting can be 
used to discuss family business, 
share information and sched- 


ules, make or review plans and ° 


establish rules, 

The meeting can-also assign 
and review responsibilities, air 
grievances, resolve disagree- 
ments aid make decisions. 

Family councils are especially 
useful for families with older 
children, but are great for all 
families, Haying input into fam- 
ily decisiédns gives children 
practice in decision making, 
greater awareness of the fami- 
ly's situatio# and condition, and 
contributes to their sense of 
worth. Children are likely to be 
more involved in family activi- 
ties if they have had some say in 
the planning phases; 


When Parents Need 
To Worry: 


Many of the things teenagers 
do, while irritating or worrisome 
to parents, are not dangerous to 
the teenager. Other behavior; 
when intense and persistent; can 
be a sign of deeper problems, 
with serious consequences. The 
following signs may point to a 
need to seek professional help 

The adolescent is withdrawn 
for long periods of time and 
shows no interest in others: The 
adolescent has no friends of the 
same age and is not integrated 
into a peer group 

The adolescent is docile, 
never acts independently, never 
initiates activity and continually 
runs away from home or schoo} 

The adolescent frequently 
gets into fights and physically 
abuses others 

The adolescent engages ‘in 
indiscriminate sexual activity 
with a number of partners and is 
often drunk or under the influ 
ence of drugs, 

The adolescent loses a dan- 
gerous amount of weight out of 
excessive concern for. appeat

“We encourage taxpayers to 
review monthly or quarterly 
interest income statements, divi- 
dend statements, income eam- 
ings from capital gains, and 
other ‘nonwage’ income state- 
ments to determine if these 
income sources have affected 
any reporting or filing require 


ments,’ said State Revenue 
Commissioner Cynthia 
Underwood 

“Last year, the department 
implemented an automated pro- 
gram to assess penalties for fail- 
ure to report and pay estimated 
income tax, Estimated tax 
penalties are routinely enforced 
at the federal level,.but at the 
state level, we simply did not 
have the resources in place, until 
2001 to identify large numbers 
of taxpayers who met the filing 
requirements, but were not 
reporting and paying estimated 
tax,” said Underwood. “By 
planning now, taxpayers can 
avoid potential ‘penalties in 
2003.” 

Who is required to file and 
pay estimated tax? Generally, if 
a single person or a married per- 
son filing a separate annual 
return expects to receive at least 
$1,875 in net income from 
sources other than wages or 
salaries, estimated tax provi- 
sions apply. In the case of mar- 
ried individuals who file joint

Note, howev- 
er, if the tax filing deadline date 
falls on a Saturday or Sunday, 
then the deadline date is moved 
to the next business day. 
Payment amounts can be adjust- 
ed quarterly - up or down - to 
reflect any unexpected changes 
in nonwage income earnings.
